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What  do  parents  owe  their  children? 
Sabbath   Observance.

The  title  of  this  writing-  is  put  de- 
liberately in  the  form  of  a  question.  Is 
the  question  challenging?  It  is  hoped 
so.  But  every  parent  will  admit,  with- 
out hesitation,  an  obligation  to  his  young 
children  though  he  may  deny  any  to  the 
older  ones.  A  debt  may  be  a  legal  or  a 
moral  obligation  or  both  ;  and  civil  laws 
may  determine  their  extent.  Civil  laws, 
for  example,  make  it  the  duty  of  parents 
to  look  after  the  necessary  maintenance  of 
their  young  children.  But  in  this  writing 
we  are  not  considering  civil  law  require- 
ments. 

Not  long  ago  we  heard  of  a  case  that 
to  us  was  pitiable  though  it  seemed  there 
was  no  legal  parental  delinquency.      Poor 


parents  had  several  children,  two  of 
whom  were  girls,  ages  16  to  18,  respec- 
tively. The  father  sent  these  daughters 
away  from  home  to  find  work  and  to 
make  their  own  living.  But  they  had  no 
adequate  training  for  any  kind  of  work, 
not  even  for  domestic  service.  At  length, 
after  trying  experiences,  the  older  girl  re- 
turned to  the  parental  roof;  but  the 
younger  one  soon  drifted  into  an  open 
life  of  shame.  Her  childhood  nature 
revolted,  but  to  her  immature  mind  there 
was  no  other  way  of  a  livelihood. 

No  parental  responsibility?  Possibly 
the  customs  and  the  laws  of  the  country 
may  hold  the  parents  guiltless,  but  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  a  Christian  conscience 
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can  do  so.  Can  any  support  for 
guiltlessness  be  found  in  Holy  Writ? 
In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  we 
find  that  the  Lord  has  spoken  very 
plainly  on  the  duty  of  parents  to 
their  children.  "  All  children  have  claim 
upon  their  parents  for  their  maintenance 
until  they  are  of  age  "  (Doctrine  and 
Covenants  83  :  4).  No  words  can  be 
clearer  than  these.  The  revelation  from 
which  this  quotation  is  made  was  given 
to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  April  30th, 
1832 — more  than  a  century  ago.  From 
the  Church  point  of  view,  therefore,  the 
father  of  the  girls  mentioned  above  is 
extremely  blamable  for  sending  them 
away  from  home.  If  they  needed  to  be 
self-supporting,  he  should  have  found 
jobs  for  them  and  maintained  a  deep, 
fatherly  interest  in  them.  To  cast  them 
adrift  in  the  world  was  in  violation  of  the 
law  of  the  Lord. 

To  Latter-day  Saints,  children  are  gems 
of  priceless  value.  They  are  God's 
precious  spirits  given  in  trust  to  earthly 
parents  to  bring  surpassing  joy  into  their 
homes.  They  are  entrusted  to  these 
parents  for  teaching,  training  and  rear- 
ing. Hence  parents  become  partners 
with  God  in  the  business  of  developing 
precious  souls.  There  is  no  business  in 
human  life  more  important  than  that  of 
parenthood.  No  parent  can  have  greater 
responsibilities  than  those  to  his  children. 
This  explains  why  Latter-day  Saints  are 
so  greatly  concerned  about  their 
children.  They  do  not  want  to  incur 
God's  anger  by  neglecting  their  children. 
Further,  they  believe  in  the  eternity  of 
the  family  relations.  If  parents  sacredly 
keep  their  trust,  every  child  is  a  jewel  in 
their  heavenly  crown.  These  truths  give 
answer  to  the  question,  "  Why  are 
Latter-day  Saints  so  fond  of  children.''  " 

But  in  the  stress,  and  strain,  and  hum- 
drum of  life  even  Latter-day  Saint  parents 
sometimes  fail  to  see  clearly  their  parental 
duty,  and  more  often  fail  to  do  it  fully. 
We  have  in  mind  another  revelation  given 
to  the  Prophet  in  November,  1831:  "  In- 
asmuch as  parents  have  children  .  .  that 
teach  them  not  to  understand  the  doctrine 
of  repentance,  faith  in  Christ  the  Son  of 
the  living  God,  and  of  baptism  and  the 
gift  oMhe  Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on 
of  hands,  when  eight  years  old,  the  sin 
be  upon  the  heads  of  the  parents  ,  .  .  And 


they  shall  also  teach  their  children  to 
pray,  and  to  walk  uprightly  before  the 
Lord  "  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  68  : 
25,  28). 

Thus  the  Lord  makes  very  clear  His 
will  relative  to  the  duty  of  parents  in  the 
teaching     of     their     children.  This     is 

especially  called  to  the  attention  of  Latter- 
day  Saint  parents.  We  understand  that 
some  of  them  feel  that  a  child's  religion 
is  a  personal  matter  which  the  parents 
should  respect,  and  hence  keep  hands  off 
so  far  as  the  religious  teaching  and  train- 
ing of  the  child  is  concerned.  The  result 
is  that  some  fine  children  of  faithful 
Church  parents  hear  little  or  nothing 
about  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  in  their 
early  childhood.  Of  course,  these  parents 
would  prefer  to  have  their  sons  and 
daughters  in  the  Church,  but  do  little  to 
secure  their  baptism.  The  above  quota- 
tion from  the  revelation  shows  how 
blameworthy  such  a  do-nothing  policy  is. 
"  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should 
go  "  expresses  the  Divine  will.  Neglect 
of  it  is  pregnant  with  sorrow  and  punish- 
ment for  the  parents.  "  A  word  unto  the 
wise  is  sufficient." — M. 

SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

I  returned  to  England  the  middle 
of  June  from  a  two-months'  tour 
of  the  eight  missions  on  the  Continent. 
I  found  that  many  of  the  problems  that 
confront  the  British  Mission  and  saints 
are  similar  to  those  that  exist  on  the 
Continent  [and  in  the  South  African  Mis- 
sion— Editor's  note].  One  of  these  prob- 
lems is  that  of  the  proper  observance  of 
the  Sabbath  day.  It  seems  that  every- 
where Sunday  is  more  and  more  observed 
as  a  holiday  rather  than  a  holy  day. 
People  devote  themselves  to  amusements 
and  amusement  seeking  rather  than  to 
divine  worship.  So  general  has  this  prac- 
tice become  during  the  summer  that  some 
branches  find  it  very  difficult  to  hold  re- 
ligious services  during  this  season,  due 
to  the  absence  even  of  Church  members, 
saying  nothing  of  the  absence  of  non- 
member  investigators. 

Now,  of  course,  members  of  cur  Church 
are  not  the  only  religionists  who  stay 
away  from  worship  on  Sundays.  We 
are  told  that  some  religious  congegations 
adjourn    during    the    summer,    and    that 
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many  others  are  very  small  during  this 
season.  But,  even  so,  no  member  of  the 
Church  can  justify  himself  in  the  non- 
observance  ol  the  Sabbath  by  pointing  to 
what  others  do.  Each  one  will  be  saved 
or  not  according  to  his  works.  This  is 
a  fundamental  doctrine  of  the  Church.  It 
applies  to  all. 

Now  a  cursory  observation  of  existing 
practices  and  doings  of  the  people  should 
leave  little  ground  for  complaint  of  the 
injustice  of  a  Supreme  Ruler.  Every- 
where people  are  dissatisfied  with  exist- 
ing conditions  as  they  affect  life  and  its 
enjoyment.  Want,  misery,  and  distress 
exist  in  every  land.  Life's  outlook  for 
millions  of  people  is  dark  or  gloomy — 
almost  hopeless.  And  so  dissatisfaction 
is  general.  This  condition  is  commonly 
a  fruitful  soil  for  atheism.  But  it  should 
not  be  so.  On  the  contrary,  it  should 
induce  repentance  and  lead  to  prayer. 

Latter-day  Saints  are  familiar  with  the 
inspired  teaching  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  who  said:  "  There  is  a  law,  irre- 
vocably decreed  in  heaven  before  the 
foundations  of  this  world,  upon  which  all 
blessings  are  predicated.  And  when  we 
obtain  any  blessing  from  God,  it  is  by 
obedience  to  that  law  upon  which  it  is 
predicated  "  (Doctrine  and  Covenants 
130  :  20,  21).  Further,  the  Prophet 
Nephi  voiced  the  glad,  inspired  doctrine 
that  "  men  are  that  they'  might  have 
joy  "  (2  Nephi  2  :  25).  '  This  great 
prophet  also  declared  that  the  joy  of  the 
righteous  "  shall  be  full  forever." 

But  if  men  observe  not  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord  what  can  they  expect — 
certainly  not  that  their  joy  "  shall  be 
full."  From    the    days    of    Moses,    the 

great  lawgiver,  the  Lord  has  commanded 
that  His  children  "  remember  the  sabbath 
day,  to  keep  it  holy  "  (Exodus  20  :  8). 
This  commandment  was  repeated  by  the 
Lord  for  us  in  these  last  davs  in  revela- 
tions to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  The 
observance  of  Sunday  as  the  sabbath  of 
the  Lord — as  a  holy  day— is  taught  by  all 
Christian  churches.  The   teachings   of 

our  Church  on  this  subject  were  clearly 
and  forcibly  stated  by  President  Joseph 
F.   Smith  when  he  said  : 

"  To  observe  the  Sabbath  day  properly 
is  the  plain  duty  of  every  Latter-day  Saint 
— What  are  we  required  to  do  on  the 
Sabbath    day?       The    revelations    of    the 


Lord  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  are  very 
plain  on  this  subject,  and  these  should 
govern  us,  for  they  are  in  strict  harmony 
with  the  teachings  of  the  Saviour.  Here 
are  some  of  the  requirements. 

The   Sabbath    is    appointed    unto  you 
to  rest  from  your  labours. 

"  The  Sabbath  is  a  special  d.'\  for  you 
to  worship,  to  pray,  and  to  show  zeal  and 
ardour  in  your  religious  faith  and  duty — 
to  pay  devotions  to  the  Most  High. 

"  The  Sabbath  is  a  day  when  you  are 
required  to  offer  your  time  and  attention 
in  worship  of  the  Lord,  whether  in  meet- 
ing, in  the  home,  or  wherever  you  may 
be — that  is  the  thought  that  should  occu- 
py your  mind. 

"  The  Sabbath  day  is  a  day  when,  with 
your  brethren  and  sisters,  you  should 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  saints,  pre- 
pared to  partake  of  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  supper;  having  first  confessed 
your  sins  before  the  Lord  and  your 
brethren  and  sisters,  and  forgiven  your 
fellows  as  you  expect  the  Lord  to  forgive 
you. 

"  On  the  Sabbath  day  you  are  to  do 
no  other  thing  than  to  prepare  your  food 
with  singleness  of  heart,  that  your  fast- 
ing may  be  perfect,  and  your  joy  may  be 
full.  This  is  what  the  Lord  calls  fast- 
ing and  prayer. 

"  The  reason  for  this  required  course 
upon  the  Sabbath  day  is  also  plainly 
stated  in  the  revelations.  It  is  that  one 
may  more  fully  keep  himself  unspotted 
from  the  world ;  and  to  this  end,  also, 
the  saints  are  required  to  go  to  the  house 
of  prayer  and  offer  up  their  sacraments 
on  the  Sabbath  day. 

'■  Now,  what  is  the  promise  to  the 
saints  who  observe  the  Sabbath?  The 
Lord  declares  that  inasmuch  as  they  do 
this  with  cheerful  hearts  and  counte- 
nances, the  fullness  of  the  earth  is  theirs. 
(Doctrines  and  Covenants  59)  ....  All 
[needful  material  things]  are  promised  to 
those  who  keep  the  commandments,  and 
among  the  commandments  is  this  impor- 
tant one,  to  observe  properly  the  Sabbath 
day. 

"  The  Lord  is  not  pleased  with  people 
who  know  these  things  and  do  them  not." 
{Gospel  Doctrine,  307-309.) 

We  recommend  to  all  who  see  these 
lines  that  they  read  and  study  these 
words  of  President  Smith,  and  then 
observe  them. — M. 
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President  Charles 
H.  Hart  Dies. 

Elder  Charles  Henry  Hart,  a  member 
of  the  First  Seven  Presidents  of  Seven- 
ties of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  died  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  29th  September,  following  a  pro- 
tracted illness.  Many  beautiiul  tributes 
were  paid  him  by  the  speakers  at  his 
funeral  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  on 
Temple  Square,  Salt  Lake  City,  3rd 
October.  President  Heber  J.  Grant 
presided  and  conducted  the  services. — D. 

In  the  death  of  President  Charles  H. 
Hart,  of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy,  the 
Church  loses  a  singularly  upright  and 
guileless   man.  Not    alone    during   his 

twenty-eight  years  as  one  of  the  general 
authorities  of  the  Church,  but  during  all 
his  life  before,  he  had  let  the  principles 
of  his  religion  dominate  his  conduct. 

From  the  time  of  his  graduation  by 
the  University  of  Michigan  as  an  attor- 
ney, until  his  call  to  be  a  presiding  onicer 
over  the  Seventies,  he  practised  law, 
occupied  a  place  on  the  bench,  and  helped 
enact  legislation.  During  this  period  of 
unusual  success  and  prominence,  he  never 
wavered  in  devotion  to  humanity  and  the 
life  of  faith. 

His  knowledge  of  the  law  and  conscien- 
tious study  of  his  cases  drew  to  his  firm 
a  large  practice,  and  a  remunerative  one, 
but  no  client  went  unrepresented  or  failed 
of  his  best  effort  for  lack  of  means. 

On  the  district  bench  Judge  Hart  was 
a  righteous  and  wise  minister  of  justice. 
Had  his  Church  not  called  him,  he  would 
doubtless  have  gone  far  in  the  judiciary 
or  in  private  practice,  for  not  only  were 
his  natural  gifts  of  a  high  order  but  he 
was  an  indefatigable  student  of  history 
and  prudence. 

This  habit  of  reading  was  lifelong.  His 
excellent  library  attests  his  fine  taste  for 
books.  His  practice  when  his  children 
were  young  was  to  read  to  them  aloud  to 
cultivate  in  them  a  love  for  literature  and 
for  thought   such   as  he  himself  felt. 

That  suggests  one  of  the  characteristics 
of  the  man.  He  gave  intense  devotion 
to  his  familv.        The   morning'  began   for 


him  always  in  the  small  hours,  and  in  the 
spring  and  summer  he  had  his  sons  up 
early  also,  teaching  them  gardening  and 
the  habits  of  industry.  I'pon  them  his 
calmness  and  attitude  toward  life  were 
deeply    impressed.  They    never    heard 

him  profane  under  any  circumstances. 
They  felt  his  deeply  religious  attitude. 
At  the  breakfast  table  after  prayer,  the 
whole  family  joined  in  singing.  They 
welcomed  their  relatives  and  friends  to 
their  home,  and  large  as  it  was,  the 
children  were  known  to  sit  up  all  night 
to  give  their  beds  to  their  visitors.  No 
man  ever  lived,  probably,  who  was  more 
hospitable  than    President   Hart. 

The  subtle  influence  of  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  found  his  nature  ever  responsive. 
On  hearing  of  his  death  a  woman,  living 
in  his  neighbourhood,  recalled  when 
some  years  ago  her  child  was  very  ill,  she 
saw  President  Hart  walking  past  her 
home.  She  called  him  in  and  asked  him 
to  administer  to  the  little  one.  He  did 
so  and  the  child  was  healed.  President 
Hart  confessed  that  he  did  not  know  why 
he  wandered  away  from  his  routine  of 
that   morning   to   pass   her   house. 

During  his  last  illness  his  suffering  was 
indescribably  painful,  but  he  bore  it  with 
fortitude.  Whatever  others  may  suffer 
in  his  passing,  death  came  to  him  as  a 
welcome  release. 

A  righteous  man,  scholar,  and  devoted 
minister  of  the  Gospel  has  left  us. — From 
Deseret  News,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
1st  October,  1934.

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Tabernacle   Choir  at 
Chicago  Fair.

Latter-day  Saints  who  keep  in  touch 
with  general  Church  news  have  very  fre- 
quent occasion  to  rejoice  on  account  of 
the  excellent  prestige  the  Church  has  ac- 
quired and  is  still  acquiring-  in  America. 
One  of  the  recent  occasions  for  rejoicing- 
was  the  announcement  that  250  singers 
of  the  famous  Tabernacle  Choir  of  Salt 
Lake  City  would  be  sent  to  the  great 
Century  of  Progress  Exposition  at 
Chicago  to  sing  for  a  week  at  the  Ford 
Symphony  Gardens,  beginning  about 
September  10th.  Several  of  the  pro- 
grammes will  be  broadcasted  during  the 
week  over  various  groups  of  stations, 
affiliated  with  the  Columbia  Broadcasting 
System.  And  on  Sunday,  September 
16th,  the  Choir  will  sing  to  five  million 
people  over  a  hook-up  that  will  extend 
all  over  the   Lmited  States. 

But  this  will  not  be  the  first  appearance 
of  the  choir  nationally.  It  is  because 
the  Choir  is  already  favourably  known 
all  over  America  that  the  new  opportunity 
has  come  to  it.  Every  Sunday  morning, 
it  will  be  remembered,  the  Choir  sings 
sacred  music  for  an  hour  in  a  nation- 
wide broadcast  over  the  Columbia  sys- 
tem. This  is  done  by  aid  of  the  micro- 
phones in  the  Tabernacle  at  Salt  Lake 
City.  It  is  to  these  tabernacle  broad- 
casts that  the  Choir,  in  part  at  least, 
owes  its  fame  and  its  new  opportunity. 
But  the  thing  that  rejoices  us  is  that  the 
Choir  has  this  fame  and  this  new  oppor- 
tunity. 

Honours  that  come  to  the  Choir  are 
reflected,  of  course,  upon  the  Church 
which  maintains  the  Choir  and  of  which 
the  singers  are  members.  Now  the  Choir 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  finest  organi- 
sations of  the  kind  in  America.  Logi- 
cally, then,  the  Church  and  its  people 
cannot  have  the  character  formerly  as- 
scribed  to  them.  Since  a  tree  is  known 
by  its  fruits  how  natural  it  is  to  come 
to      this      conclusion.  Likewise,      the 

Church    cannot    be    a    wicked    institution 


if  its  members  are  an  upright,  honourable 
people  of  proved   integrity. 

This  is  a  point  lor  all  to  remember  who 
love  the  Gospel  and  are  grateful  to  tin 
Church  through  which  the  Gospel  was 
brought  to  them.  Naturally  they  want 
to  keep  untarnished  the  reputation  and 
honour  of  the  Church;  hence  they  an- 
careful  that  their  own  conduct  shall  be 
as  nearly  blameless  as  they  can  make  it. 
No  loyal  citizen  will  betray  his  country. 
No  worthy  son  will  dishonour  his  mother. 
Every  good  Latter-day  Saint  will  strive 
in  his  living  to  maintain  the  standards  of 
conduct  taught  by  the  Church.  This  is 
one  reason  why  the  Church  in  Europe 
will  continue  to  grow  in  favour  as  it 
has  done  and  is  doing  in  America,  and  as 
it  has  been  doing  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  particularly  in  recent  years. 
The  light  of  truth  will  grow  in  bright- 
ness. 

Favourable  publicity  will  open  many 
doors  now  closed  to  the  Gospel  message. 
This  explains  why  the  Choir  is  going  to 
Chicago.  This  explains  why  the  Choir 
went  to  the  Great  Columbian  Exposition 
in  Chicago  in  1893 — the  first  extensive 
trip  it  ever  took  and  undertaken  at  a  time 
too  when  prejudice  against  the  Church 
was  very  strong,  but  weakened  from  this 
time  on.  It  gives  the  reason  why  the 
Choir  also  went  three  thousand  miles 
away  from  home  to  sing  at  the  Irrigation 
Congress  in  New  York  twenty-three 
years  ago.  This  is  the  key  to  a  variety 
of  activities  engaged  in  by  officials  and 
organisations  of  the  Church.  With  what 
results? — a  better  understanding  by  the 
people  generally  of  the  principles  and 
objectives  of  the  Church.  Evil-minded 
people  had  spread  abroad  so  much  intense 
prejudice  against  them  that  the  delivery 
of  the  Gospel  message  through  our  mis- 
sionarv  methods  has  been  seriously  handi- 
capped. In  defence  the  Church  has  been 
forced  to  use  available  publicity  means, 
with  excellent  results. 

But  out  of  this  publicity  much  good  has 
sprung,  aside  from  that  attendant  upon 
the  publicity  as  such.  We  refer  to  the 
personal  good  obtained  by  the  individuals 
who  participated.  They  engaged  in  cul- 
tural activities  of  high  educational  value. 
Thus  they  served  the  Church  and  (as  is 
always  the  case)  were  greatly  benefitted 
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themselves  ;  hence  these  participants  have 
always  felt  amply  rewarded  for  their 
efforts,  though  their  services  were  given 
entirely  gratis. 

The  Choir  members  who  take  the  trip 
to  Chicago  in  September  will  consider 
themselves  honoured  by  being  invited  to 
go,  and  they  will  respond  gladly  to  the 
call.  They  will  give  their  time  and  their 
talents,  and  will  have  a  joyous  time — 
will  be  made  happy  by  the  service  they 
render.  We  can  say  this  with  perfect 
assurance    that    it    is   the   truth.  It   is 

always  a  fact  that  everyone  who  sin- 
cerely, worthily,  and  unselfishly  serves 
the  Church  in  any  capacity  whatsoever  is 
made    happy    by    so   doing.  And    this 

experience  is  a  testimony  that  the  .service 
is  acceptable  to  the  Master  and  consti- 
tutes the  most  satisfactory  type  of 
reward. — Joseph  F.  Merrill.

Elders  Julian  Richards  Durham,  Ralph 
William  Millburn  and  Howard  Earl  Bad- 
ger, a  son  of  President  Ralph  A.  Badger, 
former  president  of  the  Mission  about 
thirty  years  ago,  arrived  in  Capetown, 
5th  November,  and  were  greeted  at  the 
docks  by  the  Mission  office  staff  and  some 
of  the  local  brethren.

Eternal  Life.

To  the  uninitiated  life  is  an  enigma. 
There  is  nothing  prosaic  about  it.  The 
true  artist  can  of  the  most  humble  sub- 
ject make  a  fine  picture,  for  all  life  is 
divine.  The  question  is  asked  eternally, 
"  What   is   life?  " 

Life  in  the  cell  is  that  unseen  some- 
thing which  St.  Paul  connotes  "  Eter- 
nal." Life  in  its  multiplicity  of  mani- 
festations in  plants  and  in  planets  is 
that  divine  urge  of  progression — ever 
on — ever  up.  Life  in  the  soul  is  what 
God  planted  there  when  he  "  breathed 
into   man's   nostrils    the    breath    of   life." 

The  phrase  "  still  life  "  is  a  mis- 
nomer. All  life  moves,  even  as  God 
moves.  Life  in  a  social  sense  is  "  ex- 
pression," it  is  "  expanding."  We  ex- 
pand that  we  might  expend.  WTe  get 
that  we   might   give. 

Experience  is  life.  The  white  sheet 
at  birth,  upon  which  "  the  finger 
writes,"  then  "  moves  on  "  to  write 
some  more.  Life's  scroll  is  unrolled 
slowly.  In     childhood     the     markings 

are  slight,  but  as  life  progresses  the 
markings  are  more  pronounced.  Some 
are  cryptic  and  hard  to  translate,  but 
life's  page  is  a  human  manuscript  or 
document. 

Life's  vicissitudes  are  many — as  many 
as  the  moments  which  go  to  make  up 
a  life.  "  Change  "  is  the  call  of  life. 
Life  is  not  static,  it  is  fluid,  mystic  though 
it  be.  From  the  standpoint  of  science, 
it  defies  the  test  tube ;  it  is  real,  and 
constructive,  not  iconoclastic.  Even  in 
its  devolution  it  evolves,  for  life  is  "  one 
eternal    round." 

Life  is  like  a  modern  newspaper — 
its  big  events  stand  out  as  headliners. 
God  edits  each  edition.  Life,  from  the 
"  Mormon  "  point  of  view,  is  endless. 
Wordsworth    partly   expressed   the   Mor- 
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mon  point  of  view   (unconsciously)   when 
he   said  : 

Our    birth    is   but    a    sleep    and    a    for- 
getting : 
The  Soul  that  rises  with  us,  our  life's 
Star, 
Hath  had  elsewhere  it  setting, 

And  cometh  from  afar  : 
Not  in  entire  forgetfulness, 

And  not  in  utter  nakedness, 
But  trailing  clouds  of  glory  do  we 
come 
From  God,   who   is  our  home. 
The  greatest  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life, 
says  "  Mormonism,"  for  of  his  kingdom 
there  is  no  end. 

When  Jesus  admonished  his  disciples 
to  "be  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  in 
heaven  is  perfect,"  he  was  not  using 
meaningless  words.  Some  there  are  who 
tell  us  that  God  asked  of  Job  a  foolish 
question  when  he  asked,  "  Tell  me,  if 
thou  hast  understanding — where  wast 
thou  when  I  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
earth — when  the  morning  stars  sang 
tog-ether  and  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for 


joy, 


This  is  not  as  some  would  have 


it,  an  empty  question,  because  Job,  as 
well  as  Adam,  was  a  "  son  of  God." 
We  all  existed  before  this  life  began. 
Eternal  life  would  be  wrongly  called  if 
it  only  extended  in  one  direction. 

The  disciples,  when  they  asked  Jesus 
about  the  state  of  the  man  who  was  born 
blind,  said:  "  Master,  who  did  sin,  this 
man  or  his  parents,  that  he  was  born 
blind?  "  Note  His  impressive  answer — 
"  Neither  hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his 
parents  ;  but  that  the  works  of  God  should 
be  made  manifest  in  him  " — was  forth- 
coming.       (John  9    :   2,   3.) 

The  works  of  God  are  one  eternal 
round,  and  we  live  in  eternity  now,  for 
intelligence,  which  is  the  fundamental 
essence   of   life,    never   had   a   beginning. 

In  the  act  of  creation,  or  organization, 
God  took  of  the  elements  and  made  a 
world — first,  a  spiritual  creation  ;  second, 
a  material  creation,  both  of  earth  and  of 
man.  As  St.  P'aul  tells  us,  "  There  is 
a  material  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body."  Mormonism  reveals  the  great 

truth  that  "  the  spirit  and  the  body  are 
the  soul  of  man,"  for  the  spirit  without 
the  body  cannot  have  a  fullness  of  glory, 
and  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead." 

"  Life,"  then,  in  the  philosophy  of 
Mormonism      means      eternal      duration. 


The  indestructibility  of  matter  is  now 
an  accepted  scientific  fact.  Who  would 
say  then  that  our  spirits  could  be  des- 
troyed, for  "  God  is  the  Father  of  them." 
As  God  is  eternal,  so  are  they,  even  as 
the  son  partakes  of  the  nature  of  his 
father. 

God  is  from  everlasting  to  everlast- 
ing, and  in  the  same  sense  we,  as 
fundamental  intelligences,  are  from  ever- 
lasting to  everlasting. 

Mormonism  says  that  we  were  there 
when  the  morning  stars  sang  together 
and  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy — 
for  we  were  they.  The  things  of  God 
are  only  understood  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 
The  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  foolish- 
ness  to   many. 

11  As  God  is,  man  may  become,"  says 
"  Mormonism,"  for  the  God  germ  is 
planted  in  every  son  of  Adam,  and  with 
favourable  assistance  it  will  develop  into 
a  thing  of  beauty  which  will  be  a  joy 
forever. 

Adam  fell  that  men  might  be;  and 
men  are  that  they  might  have  joy." 
No  greater  truths  than  these  were  ever 
spoken.  Man  is  the  offspring  of  Deity. 
"  Jesus  was  the  express  image  of  His 
Father's  person  "  insomuch  that  at  one 
time  he  said,  "  He  that  hath  seen  me 
hath  seen  the  Father;  "  and  it  is  pro- 
mised that  "  when  we  shall  see  him  we 
shall   be   like   him."  We   are    all   the 

family  of  one  Father,  so  says  the  Church 
of  the  New  Dispensation — the  Church  ol 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  final  findings  of  science  will  en- 
tirely harmonise  with  the  restored  Gos- 
pel of  Christ  given  unto  men  again  in 
these  last  days,  for  it  is  decreed  "  that 
knowledge  shall  increase  in  the  earth," 
both  of  God  and  of  God's  works. 

This  thing  called  "  Mormonism  "  par- 
took of  the  fate  of  its  Master,  for  it 
"  was  despised  and  rejected  of  men,"  but 
truth  must  triumph,  for  so  hath  the  Lord 
of  lords  decreed.  True  knowledge  of 
God  is  a  priceless  possession — God -given 
and  sure. 

For  this  is  "  life  eternal  "  to  know 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  he  hath 
sent.

A  Church  that  makes 
good  its  claims.

With  what  pardonable  pride  can  one 
who  represents  a  dependable  mercantile 
institution  move  among  business  men, 
who  is  conscious  that  the  firm  he  repre- 
sents always  makes  good  its  claims  as  to 
the  articles  it  has  to  sell.  It  is  a  source 
of  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  offer 
to  the  world  goods  that  are  just  what 
they  are  represented  to  be.  And  then 
to  go  out  among  those  with  whom  one 
has  done  business  and  hear  their  expres- 
sions of  satisfaction  over  such  transac- 
tions is  a  source  of  added  pride  to  the 
firm's  representative. 

A  satisfaction  akin  to  this,  but  of  a 
higher  order,  is  felt  by  the  Latter-day 
Saint  missionary  who  goes  forth  among 
his  fellow-men  telling  them  that  the  age 
of  religious  darkness  and  uncertainty  is 
nearing  its  end,  for  the  God  of  heaven 
has  restored  the  true  Gospel  of  Christ 
to  the  earth  in  its  fullness,  with  all  the 
authority,  powers,  gifts  and  blessings 
that  were  enjoyed  by  the  Saints  of  God 
in  former  times. 

The  longer  a  Latter-day  Saint  mission- 
ary is  in  the  field,  the  wider  his  experi- 
ence, the  more  he  comes  in  contact  with 
the  members  and  ministers  of  other 
churches,  and  the  more  he  has  learned  of 
their  teachings,  the  deeper  becomes  his 
conviction  that  God  is  truly  the  founder 
and  supreme  head  of  the  restored  Church. 

The  missionary  is  happy  to>  meet  with 
earnest  Christian  people  who  have  made 
a  study  of  the  Scriptures,  and  who  have 
been  trying  to  learn  and  practice  the 
Gospel  principles  therein  taught,  for  the 
more  they  have  become  attuned  to  the 
Spirit  and  mind  of  the  Lord,  the  clearer 
is  their  understanding  and  the  greater 
their    appreciation    of    the    principles    and 


ordinances  that  God  has  restored  to  the 
earth  in  these  latter  days  through  his 
chosen  prophet-leader,  Joseph  Smith. 

There  are  vitally  important  questions 
concerning  the  doctrines  and  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel,  the  officers  of  the  Church, 
prophecies  regarding  the  future,  which 
puzzle  the  ministers  of  modern  Christen- 
dom, who,  claiming  that  the  channel  of 
divine  revelation  is  forever  closed,  have 
only  the  precepts  and  traditions  of  men 
to  guide  them.  But  God's  authorised 
servants,  with  a  divine  testimonv  of  the 
truth  in  their  hearts,  know  that  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ  is  an  everlasting  Gospel,  and 
that  its  principles  and  ordinances  are 
the  same  as  in  former  times  and 
that  all  who  will  obey  them  are  heirs  to 
the  promises,  gilts  and  blessings  enjoyed 
by  the  believers  in  other  days.  Teach- 
ing the  same  Gospel,  by  the  same  autho- 
rity as  the  Apostles  and  Elders  of  former 
times,  they  are  able  to  make  the  same 
promises  to  believers  that  God's  autho- 
rised servants  formerly  made,  with  the 
same   certainty   of  fulfilment. 

Whence  then  this  difference  between 
the  ministers  of  modern  Christendom  and 
those  of  the  restored  Church  of  Christ? 
Briefly,  it  is  due  to  a  very  important 
event  that  occurred  a  hundred  and  four 
years  ago.  when  the  true  Church  of 
Christ  was  again  organised  on  earth,  by 
divine  authority  and  command,  to  which 
Church  was  committed  the  true  Gospel 
of  Christ,  long  absent  from  the  earth, 
together  with  the  authority,  gifts  and 
blessings  which  are  always  associated 
with  it.  On  that  important  event  rests 
the  entire  structure  of  the  restored  Church 
of  Christ  which,  unlike  so  many  other 
churches,  is  not  occupied  mainly  with  a 
recital  of  the  past  glories  of  Christianity. 
To  the  contrary,  it  has  been  the  recipient 
of  many  additional  manifestations  and 
revelations  to  chosen  leaders  and  wit- 
nesses, making  clear  every  Gospel  prin- 
ciple and  giving  much  needed  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  the  future,  all  of  which 
has  been  attested  by  thousands  of  earnest 
believers  in  the  last  hundred  and  four 
years.  , 

As  we  turn  from  the  Latter-day  Saint 
missionary  to  those  who  have  obeyed  his 
message,  and  hear  from  them,  their 
children,  and  betimes  their  children's 
children,  what  glorious  testimonies  do  we 
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hear  as  to  the  power  of  the  teachings  of 
the  restored  Church,  and  of  the  light  and 
satisfaction  they  have  brought  into  the 
lives  of  those  who  have  obeyed  them. 
They  tell  of  many  a  long  quest  for  light 
and  truth  happily  ended,  as  the  result 
of  a  conscious  union  with  the  heavenly 
fountain  of  truth ;  of  satisfying  answers 
received  to  questions  pertaining  to  the 
past,  the  present,  and  the  future,  as  the 
purpose  and  the  goal  of  life  became 
lighted  with  a  new,  divine  radiance,  and 
they  shared  in  the  "  joy  unspeakable 
which  the  Saviour  before  his  departure 
bequeathed  to  his  faithful  followers.

The  flag  on  the  Catholic  Cathedral  of 
the  Madeleine  at  half  mast,  the  tolling  of 
the  bell,  and  the  appearance  of  the  Most 
Reverend  Bishop  James  E.  Kearney  and 
associates  in  their  robes  with  bared 
heads,  as  the  cortege  of  President 
Anthony  W.  Ivins  passed  yesterday  were 
a  beautiful  manifestation  of  respect. 
With  the  expressions  of  sympathy  of  Pro- 
testant ministers  and  Jewish  rabbis,  they 
indicate  the  tolerance  that  exists  in  this 
community.  They   pDint   out   also   the 

broad  sympathies  and  expansive  friendli- 
ness President  Ivins  had  extended  to  all 
dwellers    in   this   region. 

Humanity  has  learned  that  not  only  is 
tolerance  compatible  with  fervent  faith 
and  willingness  at  all  times  to  defend  it, 
but  tolerance  is  itself  a  spiritual  quality. 
It  is  so  close  in  kinship  with  that  love 
which  is  the  foundation  of  religion,  that 
it  is  lv.ird  to  understand  why  any  sincere 
believers  in  the  God  of  Israel  or  of  Jesus 
Christ  could  feel  personal  hostility  toward 
each    other. 

It  is  quite  conceivable  that  they  might 
expend  their  intellectual  strength  and 
spiritual  influence  in  proving  their  own 
theology,  but  prayer,  rather  than  bitter- 
ness or  persecution,  should  characterize 
their  relations  with  those  who  differ  from 
them  in  belief.

Church  Ordinances. 

Many  people  question  the  need  of 
Church  ordinances.  Why  should  I  go 
through  the  formality  of  baptism? 
Will  the  water  wash  me  clean?  Why 
go  through  all  the  formality  of  the  ordi- 
nances in  the  Temple,  the  House  of  God? 
Why  should  I  be  married  by  a  Church 
officer  in  the  Temple?  Will  not  a  justice 
of  the  peace  or  an  elder  of  the  Church, 
serve  the  same  purpose?  It  is  only  a 
form,   at  best. 

In  general  reply  to  these  and  similar 
questions,  regarding  all  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel,  it  need  only  be  said:  "  The 
ordinances  of  the  Church  are  the  neces- 
sary and  indispensable  applications  of  the 
laws  of  God.  In  order  to  obtain  the 
blessings  sought,  his  ordinances  (which 
are  parts  of  his  law)  must  be  obeyed. 
first,  because  he  commands  obedience  to 
them ;  secondly,  because  only  through 
compliance  with  them  can  the  best 
results  be  obtained ;  thirdly,  compliance 
with  them  is  the  only  way  to  get  the  bless- 
ings. If  you  are  not  baptised,  you  will 
not  receive  the  Holy  Ghost,  nor  become 
a  member  of  the  Church  ;  if  you  refuse 
to  receive  the  ordinances  of  the  House 
of  God,  the  blessings  attached  will  not 
come  to  you  ;  if  you  refuse  the  ordinance 
of  marriage  in  the  Temple,  your  marriage 
by  the  justice  is  only  a  temporary  make- 
shift, and  you  will  not  be  married  for 
eternity.  If  you  refuse  to  decompose 
water  in  certain  metals,  or  an  electric 
current,  you  cannot  produce  hydrogen ; 
if  you  fail  to  apply  certain  natural  laws, 
you  cannot  produce  a  spectrum.  If  you 
will  not  kneel  while  the  monarch  taps 
you  with  a  sword,  you  cannot  be  made 
a   knight. 

"  There  is  a  law  irrevocablv  decreed 
in  heaven  before  the  foundations  of  this 
world,  upon  which  all  blessings  are  pre- 
dicated ;  and  when  we  obtain  any  bless- 
ing from  God,  it  is  by  obedience  to  that 
law  upon  which  it  is  predicated."  (Doc. 
and  Cov.    130    :  20,  21.) 

While  we  may  not  fully  understand  the 
reasons  for  the  ordinances  of  God,  we 
must  recognise,  as  in  nature,  that  with- 
out compliance  with  them,  results,  bless- 
ings, are  not  obtainable.  If  we  wish  a 
certain  effect,  we  must  comply  with  the 
law  p-overnino  the  cause  of  such  an  effect. 
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And,  as  stated,  if  we  wish  to  produce 
hydrogen,  we  must  decompose  water  with 
electrical  current  or  with  certain  metals. 
So  also,  if  we  wish  to  enjoy  the  honours 
and  emoluments  growing  out  of  titles  of 
distinction  created  by  human  organisa- 
tions, such  as  presidents,  kings,  doctors, 
judges,  and  lawyers,  we  must  comply 
with  the  formalities,  rites,  ceremonies,  or 
ordinances  prescribed  to  obtain  them. 
So  in  the  Church — its  ordinances  are  re- 
quirements of  God,  symbolic,  as  they 
stand  for  higher  things,  and  real,  as  they 
require  faith  and  works,  which  we  can- 
not ignore,  and  hope  at  the  same  time  to 
obtain  the  blessings  and  privileges  grow- 
ing out  of  obedience  to  them. 

The  ordinance  of  baptism  is  the  visible 
representation  of  the  idea  that  he  who 
has  complied  with  it  has  faith  in  God 
and  has  repented  of  his  sins.  It  is  also 
a   symbol   of  obedience. 

And  so  every  ordinance  is  not  only  an 
emblem,  symbolical  of  higher  things,  but 
it  is  a  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  per- 
son that  he  is  willing  to  obey,  that  he 
does  obey  the  law  that  he  may  gain  the 
blessings  predicated  upon  it.  Think,  in 
this  connection,  on  the  sacrament,  the 
endowments,  administration  to  the  sick, 
prayer,  patriarchal  and  other  blessings, 
confirmations,  and  ordinations  to  the 
Priesthood,  and  apply  similar  reasoning 
to  these  ordinances. 

The  addition  of  new  knowledge  and 
experience  marks  spiritual  growth,  and 
the  conditions  necessary  to  spiritual 
growth  are  food  and  exercise.  How  then 
can  ordinances  affect  spiritual  growth? 
By  furnishing  food  and  exercise  for  it. 
How   food?  Every  time   we   obey   an 

ordinance  of  God,  we  have  acquired  new 
knowledge  and  experience,  and  by  so 
doing  have  placed  ourselves  near  to  God 
where  his  spirit  may  furnish  us  with  the 
light  so  essential  as  food  for  spiritual 
growth.  The  performance  of  this   re- 

ligious duty  has  made  every  other  obliga- 
tion much  easier  to  perform ;  the  ordi- 
nances supply  opportunities  for  us  to  per- 
form religious  duties ;  they  furnish  exer- 
cise for  our  religious  lives,  and  our 
spiritual  natures.  Compliance  with  ordi- 
nances teaches  us  obedience,  and  obedi- 
ence is  an  indispensable  quality  in 
spiritual  as  in  physical  growth.  You 
can  obtain  no  results  in  science  unless 
you   render  obedience  to  the  laws  which 


hold  the  keys  of  knowledge.  Comply 
with  the  law,  a  world  of  information  is 
opened  up  to  you.  So  in  religion — 
comply  with  the  ordinances  and  the  truth 
shines  in  upon  you.  "  My  meat  is  to 
do  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  and  to 
finish  his  work."  (John  4  :  34.)  "  If 
any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall  know 
of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  God  or 
whether  I  speak  of  myself."  (John  7  : 
17.)  "  I  am  the  light  of  the  world:  he 
that  followeth  me  shall  not  walk  in  dark- 
ness, but  shall  have  the  light  of  life." 
(John  8  :  12.)  The  only  way  to  follow 
Christ  is  to  obey  his  ordinances  and  keep 
his  commandments,  which  is  doing  his 
will. — M.I.A.    Manual.

Do  not 
quench  the  Spirit,  for  the  first  one  that 
opens  his  mouth  shall  receive  the  spirit 
of  prophecy.  Brother  George  A.  Smith 
arose,  and  began  to  prophesy,  when  a 
noise  was  heard  like  the  sound  of  a 
rushing  mighty  wind,  which  filled  the 
Temple,  and  all  the  congregation  simul- 
taneously arose,  being  moved  upon  by 
an  invisible  pow  er ;  many  began  to  speak 
in  tongues,  and  prophesy ;  others  saw- 
glorious  visions ;  and  I  beheld  the  Temple 
was  filled  with  angels,  which  fact  I  de- 
clared to  the  congregation.  The  people 
of  the  neighbourhood  came  running 
together,  (hearing  an  unusual  sound 
within,  and  seeing  a  bright  light  like  a 
pillar  of  fire  resting  upon  the  Temple), 
and  were  astonished  at  what  was  trans- 
piring."— Joseph   Smith.
